TO KEEP RATIO 


The cry for reduction of arma- 


ments was at its height in 1921 when 
the Washington conference met be- 
cause budgets everywhere were stag- 
gering under the large expenditure 
for war weapons. Great Britain was j 
particularly anxious to maintain a| 
status quo. Her ratio of strength on 
capital ships was deemed equal to 
that of the United States and it is 
only on this basis that the United 
States expects secondary craft to be 
treated. In other words the principle 
of five for Great Britain, five for the 
United States and three for Japan 
shall be maintained according to Mr. 
Coolidge in. the 
construction of all 


types of vessels.

Washington, D. C.—OP)—Carrying a 


margin of eight votes, in itu favor, 
which is two more than thai by which 
a somewhat similar bill was turned 
down last June, the senate-approved 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill was 
enroute to the house Saturday, where 
it will bo offered as a substitute fc 
a twin measure now being considered 
there. 


Although passage by the house is 


looked for by both supporters and op- 
ponents of the measure, unless it 
goes through in the same form as it 
passed the senate it will have to be 
sent' to conference and run the risk of 
being crowded out in the last minute 
rush of the present session. 
• Proponents of the legislation are V 
ing caused no little worry by the un- 
certainty as to whether President Coo 
lidge will sign the bill. If he vetoes 
it, they see the measure killed, as far 
as this session is concerned, ^because 
of the apparent impossibility of muster 
ing in either house the two-thirds ma 
jorlty needed to override a veto. 


VOTE 47 TO 39 


Passage of the bill by the senate 


came late Friday after many amend 
ments had been added and others re- 
jected. The vote was 47 to 39. 


Twenty-four Republicans, 22 Dem 


ocrats and the One-Farmer labor vot- 
ed for the bill, while 22 Republicans 
and 17 Democrats opposed it. 


The bill emerged with its embattled 


equalization fee intact although many 
attempts'"were* made to'de'fer'its oper 
ation. 


Among the amendments 
adopted 


was one by McKellar, Democrat, Ten- 
nessee, adding tobacco to wheat, corn, 
rice, cotton and hogs, which were or- 
iginally covered as basic commoditie;

"Because deaths from violence con- 


stitute one of the most important 
causes of mortalityaniJ because auto- 
mobiles contribute the major part of 
these deaths, the sacrifice of life by 
autos is considered as preventable a 
loss to the community ami the state 
as is a death from typhoid or tuber- 
culosis. 


KILL ONE A WAY 


"In spite of the fact," declared tho 


board, "that the adoption of measures, 
state and local, to prevent death from 
automobile accidents is not a function 
of the health department, yet tho 
problem is so serious and has such 
an important health interest that ive 
believe the prompt publication each 
year of the number of deaths due to 
automobile accidents may be of some 


• assistance in the solution of the prob- 


lem. 
Most automobile accidents are 


preventable, yet last year they re- 
sulted in more than a death a day, 
not to mention the thousands of non- 
fatal injuries which entailed untold 
suffering, tremendous economic loss 
and often permanent crippling of the 
victims." -

plication of electricity eating into 
hardest granite in Wisconsin factories. 


For years, especially in monument 


factories in this state, the workmen 
emulated their ancestors of another 
age, fashioning blocks into statuary 
and monuments by hand, a slow and 
laborious process. 
Today, with the 


harnessing of electricity, the work has 
lost much of tho labor and the com- 
pleted product is a finer piece of work- 
manship. 


A Portage industry- one of the larg- 


est in Wisconsin, uses electricity in 
transforming the original," rough, al- 
most shapeless, quarried 
block of 


granite to the beautiful hi. I !y polished 
product, the finished memorial.

Saws, grindstones and tool sharpen- 


ers all are driven by electricity, and 
man combines the elements, cutting 
away the unnecessary rock, leaving 
only the statue or design.

operators' and chauffeurs' license act 
recommended by the Second Confer- 
ence on. Street and Highway Safety 
which was called by Secretary of 
Commerce

Hoover.

thousand delegates appointed by the 
governors of the several States par- 
tcipated in the Conference and united 
in the approval of this law which it 
is hoped will be enacted ultimately 
by every State in. the Union. 


The object of the drive to effect 


general adoption of this legislation 
is to secure uniformity the country 
over with respect to the regulations 
governing the issuance of licenses to 
drivers of motor vehicles, the revo- 
cation or suspension, of such licenses. 
and the recognition by one State of 
the licenses issued by another. The 
Xational Safety Council and similar 
organizations, as well as automobile 
associations and clubs, are backing 
the movement in every way possible.

the proposed law is the liberal stop-

Tt was after his first love affair 


that Shelley wrote of "the sorrow 
with which fate has marked by 
life." He was 17. The object of 
his first devotion was his cousin, 
Harriet Grove. Two years later 
he eloped with Harriet Westbrook, 
Avhom he later married, divorced, 
and then remarried. 


Through a tempestuous life, the 


generous, nnwordly, 
imaginative 


Shelley wrote some of the 
finest 


poems in the English language. 
His greatest drama was "Prome- 
theus Unbound." While still mar- 
ried to Harriet. Shelley's flirtations 
with Cornelia Newton and Mary 
Godwin worried even his closest 
friends. They remonstrated with 
him, 
and he eloped with 
Mary 


Godwin. After the death, of 
his 


•wife he married Mary. Which of 
his sweethearts inspired his great- 
est poems has always been a ques- - 
tion. but many held that of all the . 
world Mary Godwin was the. "one 
mate for that lawless heart." .Shel-

The one 
market offers $20.00 to $30.00 per ani- 
mal while the other offers from $75.00 
to $150.00. This latter market de-

For that reason a man 
may well sacrifice his personal choice 
of breed, if need be, and take the 
breed of the community.

This method has long been in 
existence and undoubtedly is the old- 
est of all systems of merchandising.

The Ap- 
pleton Engraving company has three 
large photographing machines for the 
purpose of making copies. One of the 
machines is used in color reproduction. 


After the copy has been, obtained 


it is reproduced in a dark room and 
the fine film containing the image is 
transferred from the original glass 
plate to a much heavier plate which 
wil stand up under consequent hard 
usage. The plate containing the image 
is then placed on a plate of glass and 
a chemically treated copy plate 
is 


placed against the image. An airtight 
rubber is placed over both and the air 
is pumped from 
the 
compartment. 


This is done so that the copy will have 
a perfect contact 
with the copper 


plate. 


The glass is then turned before a 


powerful arc light and the copy is 
burned into the 
copper zinc 
plate. 


The plate is then taken 
from this 


process and placed into an acid tank 
which removes the dead metal from 
about the actual part of the plate 
which forms the desired figure. Aft- 
er the metal has been sufficiently eaten 
away, the plate is treated with another 
chemical to stop" the action of the acid. 
It is then examined and all flaws are 
removed by experts with fine tools.
